Fun Facts: Traffic Officer Uniform and its Meanings 

Chances are, you have seen our uniformed Traffic Officers busy at work around the city. Like 
other enforcement officers, these uniforms are essential to the job, but unique to the person. 
Here's a closer look: 

Hash marks represent the number of years a Traffic Officer has been in service. 
Each stripe represents five years. The hash marks in the photo to the left belong to a Traffic 
Officer who has been in service for 25 years. 

P Buttons are always placed on the epaulet of the uniform. They are a standard button on all 
military and law enforcement uniforms. 


The Traffic Supervisor Patch (left) are worn by sergeants and supervisors. This patch is 
displayed on both sleeves of the uniform. The patch has 3 chevron stripes followed with a T 
underneath the stripes. 

The Instructor Patch (right) is worn by training officers. This patch is placed directly under the 
standard Traffic Officer for the City of Los Angeles patch. 


The following pins classify rankings. The 1 Bar Pin is worn by Lieutenants, while the 2 Bar Pin is 
worn by Captains. The 2 Star Pin is worn by the Deputy Chief, while the 4 Star Pin is worn by 
the Chief. 


Schooling for Supervisors: Supervisory Learning Experience 
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This past week, LADOT held a two-day supervisory learning experience for the Field Services 
and Administration divisions at the LA84 Foundation for both new and experienced 
supervisors.
